London, March 11, 1822. 

Nothing could have been more ill-advised, 
and unhappy in its effects, than the re-ap- 
pearance of old Madame Mara a short time 
since in a public orchestra. She had, many 
years ago, retired from the musical profes- 
sion, surrounded by such admiration and 
fume as perhaps never fell to the lot of any 
other singer—Mrs. Billington not excepted. 
The most classical judges of the art in Eu- 
rope scarcely knew — to clothe their prais- 
es in competent terms ; her skill, voice, and 
exquisite feeling and expression, were chron- 
icled in treatises and cyclopedias, and the 
qualities of succeeding singers were estimat- 
ed according to the degree in which they ap- 
proached her. The lovers of music who had 
grown up since her retirement were full of 
euvy of those older persons who had heard 
this miracle of art, when on a sudden, to the 
astonishment of every body, out comes an 
announcement that Madame Mara had ar- 
rived here, and intended to sing again in 
pndlic. A crowded audience waited on her 
bidding; but alas, poor aged soul! the mean- 
est chorister in the ranks of the orchestra 
could have done better. It is invidieus and 
patutul to dwell on the exposure. 

i have been led into a recollection of this 
circumstance by having heard a report, not 
in general circulation, that another old lady 
vf equal fame in literature to that of Madame 
Mara in music, is about te resume her exer- 
tions, after a long interval, and to strive 
avain at a species of composition which re- 
quires, above every thing, a fervid imagina- 
tion, anda fresh and elastic fancy. Laliud 
to Mrs Radcliff, the author of Mysteries of 
Udesipho, who, it seems, is preparing a new 
romance. Whoever has tasted the melan- 
choly sweetness and mystery of her writings, 
(tor her helpless common-place aud prosing 


in a pathetic, rather than in a violent or hor- | 
rible way. Lazarus has already arisen up-| 
right from the earth, and is seen staggering | 
with a bewildered and reluctant air under. 
the shadow of the mouth of the cavern which | 


contains his grave.—Christ is standing in| 
the middle of the picture, beckoning the fear- | 
ful object to come forth; and the people | 
about him have their terror in some degree 
calmed by the sight of Ais calmness, and 
their consciousness of his divinity. The fig-| 
ures placed between the Saviour and the ca-! 
vern con not the benefit of seeing his god- 
like tranquillity, and they are therefore agi- 
tated with the spasm of mortal dread. This 
is, in my opinion, very subtilely and deli- 
cately felt, and will have its due effect with 
the public. 

The Literary Gazette, in one of its late 
numbers, gave a review of a poem publisled 
anonymously, and called “ Italy,” which 
they ‘confidently attribute to Mr. Southey. 
This seemed at the time to argue great 
thoughtlessness ou their part, because the 
very same number contained Southey’s an- 
swer to Lord Byron’s attack, in which he 
takes occasion to aver solemnity that he ne- 
ver published a book written by himself with- 
out allixing his name to it. (This, by the 
way, is very unfashionable.) The poem is 
assuredly very much in Southey’s manner ; 
but it was difficult to conceive that he would 
lay himself so open to his enemy as to per- 
petrate an anonymous publication in the ve- 
ry teeth of a gratuitous avowal of his disdain 
of such concealment. It has since been re- 
ported that the poem was written by Mr. 
Rogers, who is said to have achnowledged 
it. The story of the two Foseari, which 
forms one of its episodes, is much more af- 
fecting than Lord Byron’s tragedy on the 
same subject. 

The specimens of the American poets, 
which have been announced, will be select- 
ed by Mr. Roscoe, son of the Biographer of 
the Medici family. It will be a curious 
thing to receive samples of foreign poetry, 
in the language in which they were original- 
ly written, and that language our own mother 
tongue. Little is known vere of American 
poetry, except the epic of Mr. Joel Barlow, 
which was pretty bad.—S!r uld the book con- 
tain any thing ia verse as interesting by vir- 
tue of its nationality, (for, perhaps, after all, 
this is the chief source of whatever ts valua- 
able an: lasting in literature), as the novels 
of Charles Brockden Brown, it will be a ca- 
pital introduction to our knowledge of the 
genius of the United States. Washington 
irving has grafted himself (style, feelings, 
allusions, every thing) on ovr literature, pro- 
perly so cailed, and has become merely one 
of a crowd of good English writers. Brown, 
it must be admitted, followed the manner of 
Godwin a little too slavishlv, but in all else 
he is purely American ; and this it is which 
makes him stand out with so bold and single 
a prominence. It is to be hoped that Mr. 
Roscoe will give us, amgng the rest, a spe- 
cimen or two of the more recent poetry of 
Mr. Alston. the painter, for surely his muse 
cannot have been idle since his return to 
America. His sonnet on Rembrandt was 
first-rate.

Harris, being engaged by Foote for this 
purpose, had attended several rehearsals, at 
vhich his mewing gave infinite satisfaction 
‘o the manager and the performers: at the 
last rehearsal, however, Harns was missing ; 
and, as nobody knew where he lived, Shuter 
was prevailed upon to find him out, if possi- 
ble. He inquired, in vain, for some time, 
and was at length informed that he lived in 
a certain court in the Minories ; this infor- 
mation was sufficient for a man of congenial 
talents, like Shuter; for, the moment he en- 
tered the court, he set upa cat solo, which 
instantly roused his brother musician in his 
varret, who answered him inthe same tune, 
and then joined Shuter to the opera.

The longest personal favourite whom the 
new King has ever kept is Du Pacaqvuer, his 
dresser and chief valet He is a Frenchman 
of the old school, and enjoys the unbounded 
confidence of his royal master. He is his 
caterer of small news, and of the chit-chat 
out of doors, and within the purlieus of the 
palace. At the same time it is just to add, 
that he has never been charged with abusing 
a station, which in courts has often been the 
means of promoting dangerous intrigue. 

The next domestic favourite is Wilmet, 
the chief cook, also a Frenchman, but fami- 
darly called Jack Hammond (why, 1 know 
not ;) but, in a luxurious court, a chief cook 
is a man who must be as often consulted as 
a minister of state. 

Another royal favourite, and perhaps more 
harmless, is Nap the poodle } who was 
taken with Napoleon’s carriage, and was for 
many years the intelligent travelling compa- 
nion of that great man. Nap now travels 
with his old master’s more fortunate rival, 
to whom he is not less faithful, and whom 
he amuses by his numerous tricks and un- 
common sagacity. It might have been hop- 
ed that the liberal treatment of the dog nts 
have been extended to his illustrious master, 
who, by well authenticated accounts, is not 
only chained to a rock, but like Prometheus, 
is constantly tortured by a vulture. 

THE WEST-INDIA ISLANDS 

These islands are ceasing to be desirable 
British colonies, except for purposes of mi- 
nisterial patronage. Canada may supply 
them with lumber, but it cannot consume an 
equal amount of their produce. This, tov, 
will in time be superseded by East-India pro- 
duce under an open trade; for if we send 
our manufactures, and destroy the Hindoo 
manufactures, we must take their sugars 
ind other East-India produce. The West- 
lidia islands seem likely, therefore, either 
to become independent, or to be incorporate 
with some of the continental American 
states which can barter with them.

verse, and partly in ryuime.—lIt is the fall 
and sack of Babylon as described in Scrip- 
ture, Herodotus, and Diodorus Siculus ; but 
Mr. Milman’s humble copy does not soar to 
the profanation of Poetry. 

The professor declares his object to be the 
ailvancement of piety and religion. If so, 
he should have written a sermon, for which 
he appears better qualified than for a Drama. 
Piety and Religion are never promoted, by 
their Professors and champions when they ex- 
pose themselves to ridicule and contempt. 
Mr. Milman might have been respected as a 
Preacher, which he never can be as a manu- 
facturer of Dramatic poems.—There is more 
true, divine Poetry in ten lines of Lyndsey’s 
Dramas of the Ancient World, than Mr. Mil- 
man could produce, if gifted with a life pro- 
tracted to a score of centuries. 

If The Destroying Angel isa dull and un- 
wieldly personage, he has painted it in very 
appropriate colours.
